We  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1956.  This  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with 
Ministry  of  Health  instructions,  requiring  that  the  report  in  the  main  should  deal  only  with  changes  which 
have  occurred  since  the  survey  report  of  1955. 


The  work  of  the  Port  Health  Services  and  Medical  Inspection  of  Aliens  have  been  maintained  satis- 
factorily throughout  the  year. 


The  cordial  relations  between  the  Customs  Department,  the  Immigration  Department,  the  British  Rail- 
ways, the  United  Shipping  Company,  and  the  Zeeland  Shipping  Company  have  been  maintained.  A 
satisfactory  liaison  has  also  been  established  with  the  Ministry  of  War  Transport  Officials  controlling  the 
B.A.O.R.  Troopship  Service.  Without  such  relationship  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  work  of  the  Port 
to  be  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner. 


After  giving  33  years’  service  to  the  Port  Health  Authority,  Mr.  E.  K.  Lomas  retired  from  the 
position  of  Chief  Port  Health  and  Food  Inspector  on  the  30th  November,  1956.  As  the  result  of  his 
long  experience  he  was  fully  informed  of  every  detail  of  the  work  of  the  Port  and  his  opinion  on  matters 
relating  to  inspection  of  imported  foods  was  held  in  high  regard  and  sought  by  people  employed  in  similar 
work  in  other  parts  of  the  Country.

GENERAL 

There  is  a regular  traffic  at  the  Port  now  in  the  shipping  of  live  cattle  to  Rotterdam.  Two  ship- 
ments are  made  weekly,  with  about  80  head  in  each  shipment.  Conditions  are  considered  to  be  quite 
satisfactory.  The  stables  are  used  for  lairage  purposes,  and  the  cattle  are  taken  from  the  trucks  and  housed 
there  whilst  awaiting  shipment.  Cows  in  milk  are  milked  regularly,  and  the  milk  destroyed.  For  shipment, 
the  cattle  are  reloaded  into  trucks  and  taken  direct  to  the  ship’s  side  and  then  walked  on  to  the  ship. 

At  the  request  of  this  Authority  the  stables  are  sprayed  regularly  to  prevent  fly  infestation,  and  a 
proper  manure  pound  has  been  constructed.  Manure  is  removed  regularly  and  not  allowed  to  accumu- 
late. The  cattle  decks  on  the  vessels  concerned  are  properly  cleansed  after  each  trip. 

After  prolonged  correspondence  with  the  Army  Authorities,  the  old  unsatisfactory  sewage  disposal 
system  at  their  Troop  Transit  Sheds,  used  in  conjunction  with  the  Troop  Ships,  has  been  discontinued, 
and  new  sanitary  blocks  with  proper  disposal  arrangements  erected. 

At  the  request  of  this  Authority,  the  British  Transport  Commission  are  constructing  a proper  loading 
bay  with  hard  standing  and  drainage,  for  the  loading  of  fish  on  to  road  lorries  from  railway  trucks.

SECTION  XIII.  INSPECTION  OF  SHIPS  FOR  NUISANCES 

The  Port  is  mainly  used  by  vessels  on  the  Continental  and  Danish  services. 

These  vessels  were  inspected  regularly,  and  as  a rule  conditions  were  generally  found  to  be  very  satis- 
factory. Most  of  these  vessels  are  of  modern  construction,  with  very  good  accommodation  and  amenities  for 
the  crews.  These  crews  do  not  change  very  often,  and  it  is  generally  found  that  they  appreciate  and  take 
care  of  their  accommodation. 

On  one  vessel  it  was  found  that  excessive  condensation  was  caused  in  the  crew’s  quarters  through 
carrying  cargoes  of  iced  fish  in  hold  above  the  quarters.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  owners,  and 
will  be  rectified  when  the  vessel  lays  up  for  survey  either  by  more  efficient  insulation  of  deck  of  hold,  or 
by  moving  the  accommodation.  In  the  meantime  it  has  been  agreed  that  fish  cargoes  will  not  be  carried 
in  this  hold. 

Regular  preventative  treatment  against  vermin  infestation  is  carried  out  on  the  Railway-owned  vessels 
by  their  own  Infestation  Department  under  the  supervision  of  this  Authority. 

Most  of  the  arrivals  at  Felixstowe  Dock  and  Mistley  Quay  consists  of  Coastwise  traffic,  barges  and 
small  coasting  vessels,  but  there  are  a small  number  of  vessels  which  arrive  from  foreign  ports.  Regular 
visits  are  made  to  Felixstowe  Dock  and  Mistley  for  inspection  of  vessels. 

The  defects  and  nuisances  found  in  vessels  were  mainly  of  a minor  character  and  usually  dealt  with 
on  being  reported  to  the  Masters  or  Owners.  One  or  two  vessels  have  not  returned  to  the  Port  since 
defects  were  notified,  so  it  is  not  possible  to  ascertain  if  these  have  been  rectified.

SECTION  XVII.  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1937-1945 

All  foodstuffs  landed  at  the  Port  were  subject  to  routine  inspection  under  the  above  Regulations. 
Quantities  and  descriptions  of  foodstuffs  landed  are  shown  in  Appendix  I.  Foodstuffs  seized  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  are  shown  in  Appendix  II. 

Considerable  quantities  of  fresh  meat  and  offals  continued  to  arrive  during  the  year — mainly  from 
Holland.  There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  calf  and  pig  carcases  landed  but  an  increase  in  the 

amount  of  fresh  offals.  This  meat  and  offals  were  of  first-class  quality  and  in  prime  condition.  The 

arrangements  for  the  transportation  of  this  meat  were  generally  very  satisfactory.  Carcases  and  much  of 
the  offals  are  carried  in  insulated  containers  containing  dry  ice.  Some  of  the  offals  are  sent  loose  in  casks 
or  crates,  and  it  was  necessary  in  one  or  two  instancces  to  take  up  the  question  of  more  hygienic  packing 
with  the  Importers.  This  matter  was  also  taken  up  with  the  Agricultural  Attache  at  the  Netherlands 
Embassy  in  London. 

No  instances  occurred  of  meat  or  meat  products  arriving  without  Official  Certificates  as  required  by 
these  Regulations. 

The  Danish  and  Dutch  fresh  fish  traffic  was  maintained  during  the  year.  This  iced  fish  was  landed  in 
prime  condition.  On  occasions  during  heavy  shipments,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  suitable  trucks,  fish 
was  loaded  in  other  trucks,  which  although  they  were  swept  out,  were  not  considered  clean  enough  for 
this  traffic.  This  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Railway  Authorities. 

A consignment  of  Italian  apples  was  found  to  be  contaminated  with  metallic  spray.  The  Analyst’s 

report  on  a sample  submitted  was  Arsenic  5.3  parts  per  million.  Copper  12.0  p.p.m..  Lead  20.00  p.p.m. 
The  Health  Authorities  of  the  towns  to  where  these  apples  were  consigned  were  notified,  and  agreed  to 
this  consignment  going  forward,  the  apples  to  be  cleansed  under  their  supervision  before  sale. 

Two  consignments  of  Italian  cherries  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Cherry  Fly  maggot.  These 
were  condemned. 

A sample  of  chocolate  from  Yugoslavia  was  reported  by  the  Analyst  to  contain  3.8  p.p.m.  Lead. 
There  is  no  legal  standard  at  present  for  the  Lead  content  of  foodstuffs,  but  the  Food  Standards  Com- 
mittee of  the  Ministry  of  Food  recommended  that  with  the  exception  of  certain  scheduled  foods  (which 
does  not  include  chocolate),  foodstuffs  should  not  contain  more  than  2.00  p.p.m.  Lead.  The  Analyst 
would  not  certify  this  chocolate  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  Importers  were  requested  to  take 
this  matter  up  with  their  Suppliers.  No  further  consignments  of  chocolate  have  been  received  from  this 
source. 

A sample  of  Tomato  Puree  from  Germany  was  reported  to  contain  107  p.p.m.  Copper  of  total  dry 
solids,  whereas  the  accepted  maximum  is  100  p.p.m.  This  matter  was  reported  to  the  Importers  to  take 
up  with  their  Suppliers.  No  further  consignments  have  been  received. 

Shellfish 

Regular  samples  from  consignments  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  stan- 
dards accepted  by  the  Fishmongers  Company  are  in  use.  These  require  that  samples  which  are  100%  clean 
or  contain  not  more  than  5 colonies  B.  coli  (faecal  Type  I)  per  millilitre  of  flesh  can  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory. 
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Samples  which  are  70%  clean  or  contain  between  5-15  colonies  B.  coli  (faecal  Type  I)  are  con- 
sidered suspicious.  Samples  below  this  level  are  unsatisfactory. 

Two  samples  of  Danish  live  mussels  were  reported  as  suspicious — further  samples  from  this  source 
were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

One  sample  of  Danish  live  mussels  was  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  This  was  rather  a mystery,  as  all 
previous  and  subsequent  samples  from  this  source  were  reported  as  satisfactory.  The  matter  was  investi- 
gated by  the  Danish  Authorities  who  were  unable  to  ascertain  any  cause  for  the  unsatisfactory  report.  The 
conclusion  reached  was  that  due  to  some  mischance  this  consignment  must  have  by-passed  the  cleansing 
plant.  A sample  of  Danish  cooked  mussels  was  unsatisfactory.  This  was  reported  to  the  Danish 
Authorities  who  stopped  the  export  of  cooked  mussels  from  this  Merchant  until  they  had  investigated 
and  made  recommendations  for  more  hygienic  preparation  methods.  Samples  taken  after  these  had 
been  carried  out  were  satisfactory. 

Reports  on  foodstuffs  submitted  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  shown  in 
Appendix  III. 

The  foodstuffs  landed  at  the  Port  have  been  of  high  quality  and  in  good  condition. 

A total  of  9 tons  19  cwts  1 qtr  12  lbs  of  foodstuffs  was  seized  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  during 
the  year. 


Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925-48 

Thirteen  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  analysis. 

The  only  infringement  of  the  Regulations  was  found  in  one  sample  of  Dutch  peeled  shrimps.  This  was 
reported  to  contain  0.55%  boric  acid.  The  Regulations  do  not  permit  preservatives  in  shrimps.  The 
Health  Authorities  to  where  the  shrimps  were  consigned  were  informed  of  this  report.  They  seized  this 
consignment  which  was  re-exported  to  Holland.  Six  further  samples  of  Dutch  peeled  shrimps  were  taken 
from  various  consignments,  but  these  were  all  reported  to  be  free  from  preservatives. 


Public  Health  (Imported  Milk)  Regulations,  1926 

No  fresh  milk  or  cream  was  imported  during  the  year. 

Regular  consignments  of  pasteurised  milk  are  imported  for  the  American  Forces,  but  this  is  not  sub 
ject  to  the  Food  Regulations  of  this  Country. 


Public  Health  (Food  Hygiene)  Regulations,  1956 

Negotiations  have  commenced  with  the  NAAFI  Authorities  for  the  necessary  works  to  be  carried  out  at 
their  premises  on  Parkeston  Quay,  so  that  these  premises  will  comply  with  the  standards  laid  down  by  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1956.  After  agreement  was  reached  as  to  the  necessary  works  they  have  now 
received  notice  from  the  British  Transport  Commission  to  vacate  their  present  premises.  This  matter  is 
now  held  up  until  the  question  of  new  accommodation  has  been  settled.
